Arafat, Qaddafi meet King Hussein 


AMMAN. Sept. 22 (Agen- 
cies) — Hardline Arab leaders 
Friday urged King Hussein of 
Jordan to reject the Camp Da- 
vid agreements on peace moves 
in the Middle East but he ap- 
parently made no promises. 

“Jordans stand is firm, 
straight and dear and has not 
changed," the king told journa- 
lists after talks with Palestine 
Liberation Organization (PLO) 
head Yasser Arafat and Lib- 
yan leader Muammar Qaddafi. 

They met him as envoys 
from the hardline Arab summit 
called in Damascus to fight the 
latest accords between Egypt 
and Israel. 

King Hussein has been criti- 
cal of the accords but has told- 
UJS. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance that his government has 
r.ot reached a final decision on 
'hem. 

The three held talks at AI 
Mafraq airbase in eastern Jor- 
oan. 

The visit was part of rival 
American and Arab pressures 
on King Hussein, whose attitude 
to the Camp David summit ag- 
reements is considered crucial. 

Conference sources in Da- 
mascus said the decision to send 
tne mission was made at a clos- 


ed session Thursday of lea- 
ders of the from for steadfast- 
ness Lnd confrontation which 
rejects Egypt's peace policy. 

It groups Syria. Algeria, 
South Yemen, the Libyan Ja- 
mahiriya h and the Palestine 
Liberation Organization (PLO). 

It was Arafat's first trip to 
Jordan since the king’s army 
drove the PLO out of the 
country after bitter hostilities 
in 1971- and 1972 — and it in- 
censed his colleagues in the 
PLO delegation to the summit. 

The two leaders returned to 
Damascus after several hours 
of talks with King Hussein. 
They were due to renew* to a 
closed meeting front’s 

leaders later Friday night. 

Khaled Fahoum the mode- 
rate speaker of the Palestin- 
ians’ parliament-in-exile, said 
the Palestinian delegation at 
the summit had not been con- 
sulted. 

"Iordan has already criticized 
the Camp David agreements 
and President Carter sent his 
secretary of state, Cyrus Vance, 
to Amman earlier this week to 
try to soften the king’s position. 

Conference sources said Qad- 
dafi was likely to offer substan- 


tial economic aid to King Hus- 
sein as an incentive to turn his 
back on the Americans and 
make common cause with the 
anti-Egyptian front. 

Qaddafi and Arafat took 
time off from the current Da- 
mascus summit and drove to 
the border town of Ramtha 
where a Jordanian military he- 
licopter took them to al-Maf- 
raq for th.e meeting with Hus- 
sein. 

Qaddafi and Arafat briefed 
Hussein on resolutions to be 
adopted by the five- power con- 
ference in Damascus. President 
Hafez Assad of Syria. Houari 
Boumedienne of Algeria and 
Ali Nasser Muhammad of 
South Yemen, are a^erdieg the 
Damascus conference along 
with Qaddafi and Arafat. 

Diplomatic sources here 
said Hussein will most likely 
refuse to join in any effort to 
re-establish the eastern front. 

The king, these sources said, 
■would prefer to pursue efforts 
for a comprehensive peace set- 
tlement with Israel on the basis 
of U.N. Security Council Re- 
solution 242, which calls for 
Israeli evacuation from Arab 
lands occupied during the 1967 
Mideast war. The king also in- 
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sists on regaining the Arab 
sector of Jerusalem and redres- 
sing the Palestinians. 

Syrian Foreign Minister Ab-' 
dul Halim Khaddam told news- 
men after the Thursday night 
session the participants had 
agreed on ali the basic points 
discussed. He declined to re;, 
veal any of the decisions. 

In Moscow meanwhile So- 
viet President Leonid Brezh- 
nev denounced the Egyptian- 
Israel Camp David summit as 
an attempt to split Arab ranks 
and force ail Arab countries 
to accept peace on Israel’s 
terms. 

Speaking at a rally Friday 
in Baku, Soviet Azerbaijan, 
he said the Middle East would 
remain z source of' worth 1 ten- 
sion until Israel withdrew from 
all occupied Arab lands and 
Palestinians were granted the 
right to create their own state. 

In a brief review of the in- 
ternational situation, the 71- 
year-old Kremlin chief .also 
accused what he termed “in- 
fluential circles" in the United 
States of seeking to provoke 
Moscow into taking steps 
which would worsen relations

RIYADH, Sept. 22 (Agen- 
cies) — U.S. Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance Friday announced 
a 24-hour delay of his trip to 
Syria following . a request by 
President Hafez Assad. 

Vance had been scheduled to 
fly from Riyadh to Damascus 
Saturday for the final leg of a 
three-nation Middle East mis- 
sion to explain and canvass 
support for the Camp David 
agreements, 

Assad asked for the delay 
because the meeting of the 
“Steadfastness Front" of coun- 
tries opposing the two lsraeli- 
Egyptian accords had- not yet 
ended in Damascus. 

U.S. officials said they under- 
stood that the meeting would 
be over by Saturday, 
Spokesman Hodding Carter 
said Vance would extend his 
stay in Riyadh by a day. 

- Earlier Thursday, Vance was 
received by King Khaled at a 
meeting attended by Crown 
Prince Fahd, Minister of De- 
fense and Aviation Prince Sul- 
tan, the King's Personal Advi- 
ser Dr. Raahad Ph&raon and 
Sheikh Abdul Rahman Man- 
souri, deputy foreign minister 
for political affairs. 

Later in the day. Prince Fahd 
held a separate meeting with 
Vance which was also attended 
by Prince Sultan. Dr. Pharaon 
and Sheikh Abdul Rahman, 
Vance was the guest of a 


luncheon banquet Friday given 
in bis honor by Prince Sultan. 

After talks with leaders of 
Jordan and Saudi Arabia Vance 
was neither optimistic nor pes- 
simistic about the attitudes of 
the two countries, a senior U.S. 
official said Friday. 

Both countries issued state- 
ments expressing criticism of 
the two. lsraeli-Egyptian accords 
less than 48 hours after they 
were signed in Washington by 
Israeli Prime Minister Mena- 
hem Begin and Egyptian Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat. 

The Saudi statement issued 
Tuesday said the general peace 
framework “cannot be consi- 
dered a final acceptable formula 
for peace because it did not 
explain in a definite manner 
Israel’s intention to withdraw 
from all occupied territories, 
which it has occupied by force, 
and at the fore of which is holy 
Jerusalem. 1 * 

Vance’s goal in Jordan was 
even more ambitious. Presi- 
dent Carter said he would ur- 
ge King Hussein “in the stron- 
gest possible way to join the 
negotiations In the future." 

The official Jordanian res- 
ponse was cool. Minister of 
State for Foreign Affairs 
Hassan Ibrahim told reporters 
in Amman the Vance-Hus- 
talks had been “frank

and useful," indicating that 
serious differences remained 
between the two countries. 

He also stated pointedly 
that Jordan had not been a 
party to the negotiations, im- 
plying that Jordan felt in no 
way bound by them: 

Nevertheless. Jordan agreed 
to continue a dialogue with 
Washington on questions sur- 
rounding the agreements, he 
said. 

Vance's talks with King 
Hussein and Saudi leaders had 
proceeded just about as ex- 
pected by the secretary of 
state, a U.S. official said. 

He explained: “They were 
asking the kind of questions 
we anticipated would be -jf 
interest: ‘Why wasn’t Jerusa- 
lem included in the peace 
framework? What will the 
supplementary letters say?" ‘ 

Vance told reporters he felt 
his urgent mission to the Jor- 
danian and Saudi leaders had 
accompKahed something of 
importance. • 

"Namely." he said, “I. had 
a chance to really discuss with 
them and get the questions 
that they had with respect to 


what took place at Camp David 
and what came out of Camp 
David, and to answer their 
questions about the frame- 
work agreement — where 

there was ambiguity, to clari- 
fy the meaning and intent of 
the parties.” 

Vance said his trip had 
been absolutely essential, and 
that leaders in both countries 
told him the exchanges were 
helpful and important 

Vance had modest hopes 
for the mission when he *et 
out from Washington Tues- 
day night. 

Public expectations for a 
more tangible result may have 
been raised by President Car- 
ter, who announced the trip 
24 hours earlier as an attempt 
to explain the accords to Jor- 
dan and Saudi Arabia “and to 
secure their support" 

Although he seems to have 
made little headway toward ei- 
ther goal, Vance has begun . a 
process which in American 
opinion, may permit the U.S. 
slowly to build a favorable 
consensus in the Arab world.

Sarkis makes call 
for reconciliation 


BEIRUT, Sept. 22 (Agencies) 
— T Lebanese President Elias 
Sarkis calLwJ for a national 
reconciliation in post civil war 
Lebanon Friday on a basis 
of “expanded administrative 
decentralization." 

In a radio and television ad- 
dress to his three million coun- 
trymen, Sarkis also announ- 
ced he decided to seek an ex- 
tension of the mandate of a 
30,000- man Syrian-dominated 
Arab League army that poli- 
ces Lebanon's civil war armis- 
tice. 

His decla ration clashed head- 
on with an .earlier demand by 
tha country's top right-wing 
leader, former President Camil- 
le Chamoun, that the peace- 
keeping forces should pull out 
of Lebanon at once. 

Sarkis declared he rejects the 
settlement of Palestinians in 
Lebanon as a result of the fai- 
lure of the Camp David peace 
agreements between Sgypt and 
Israel to provide for the return 
of the Palestinians to their 
homeland. 

Lebanon hosts more than 
300,000 Palestinians who pro- 
vide the Middle. East main po- 
wer base for the resistance 
movement. 

Sarkis did not explain the 
administrative decentralization 
he proposed. But informed 
sources said it would give Ch- 
ristians and Muslims more 
freedom in running their own 
administrative and economic 
development affairs in their 
own provinces. 

But he was strict 
in declaring that Lebanon 
would remain a political, geog- 
raphic and military unity un- 
do: the authority of one cen- 
tral government. 

Sarkis stressed that Lebanon 
would preserve its parliamen- 
tary democratic government 
system and free economy. 

Sarkis addressed the country 


on the eve of the second an- 
niversary of his election to the 
prerideocy. He did not say 
how long he wants the mandate 
of the peacekeeping forces ex- 
tended, but informants said the 
request will be made to the 
Arab League Secretariat in 
Cairo for six months. 

To appease anti-Syrian righ- 
tist groups, Sarkis pledged to 
accelerate the reconstruction of 
the Lebanese army and in- 
crease it* role as a law enfor- 
cing body to gradually replace 
the peacekee

The Egyptian leader was 
asked about the hostile reac- 
tion of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLO) to the 
Camp David accords. 

“I do not know if our 
friends in the PLO will object 
to the removal of the suffer 
ings of the Palestinians under 
occupation," Sadat said. 

Sadat said it was wrong to

“At Camp David we put to- 
gether only a framework for a 
comprehensive settlement, in- 
cluding the Sinai, and all other 
parties are invited to take part 
in the settlement" he said. 

“We shall still need some 
very hard negotiating — but 
always around a table. There 
will be no more explosions.” 

The president spoke of the 
Middle East crisis as a bomb 
and contended that it had now 
been defused. 

He said there would be no 
more war and that the accords 
marked a turning point in the 
history of the conflict with 
Israel.

But the letters released Fri- 
day did not include the most 
controversial one — an agree- 
ment between tbe three parties 
on the duration of a morato- 
rium on th construction of new 
Israeli settlements on the West 
Bank. 

As expected, Friday's letters 
showed that Israel could only 
agree to disagree with the U.S. 
and Egypt on the status of 
Jerusalem despite the 13 days 
of intensive negotiations. 

In a letter to President Car- 
ter dated last Sunday, the final 
day of the summit, Israeli 
Prime Minister Menahem Be- 
gin stated that Israel regarded 
Jerusalem as its capital and 
“one city indivisible. 

Two other letters must be 
exchanged to dear up the pa- 
perwork left over from the 
summit. One concerns two air- 
fields the U.S. has offered to 
build Israel in the Negev De- 


sert and the other on the still 
unsettled issue of West Bank 
settlements. 

Following the summit, the 
United States and Israel have 
been in dispute over what the 
three parties agreed to say iu 
that letter.

LUSAKA. Sept. 22 (R) — 
South West Africa's main 
black nationalist group Friday 
appealed to* Communist coun- 
tries for all-out military aid to 
step up its fight against South 
African rule there.

“We will intensify the aim- 
ed struggle and liquidate 
whichever puppet regime Pre- 
toria is trying to install in 
Namibia." 

Muyungo. speaking under 
portraits of Marxist leaders 
including Cuban President Fi- 
del Castro, said: 

Smith awaits 
U.S. response 
to visa request 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22 
(AP) — Rhodesian Prime Min- 
ister Ian Smith has applied for 
a visa to visit the United States 
□ext month but a State Depart- 
ment official said Thursday that 
no decision has been made on 
whether to grant it. 

The application was made 
at a U.S. Consulate in South 
Africa and the consulate asked 
Washington for “an advisory 
opinion." 

It was not clear here whe- 
ther Smith's application was 
aione or accompanied by 
others. 


“We call upon our friends, 
especially the socialist coun- 
tries. to render all-out military 
assistance to SWAPO. includ- 
ing hardware and technical 
know-how. so that we can ef- 
fectively wage the war to its 
logical conclusions." 

Muyungo also said that 
SWAPO, would need to be 
very strongly convinced be- 
fore cooperating again with 
Western peace moves. 

More weapons are needed, 
he said, now that South Afri- 
ca has announced it will hold 
unilateral elections on Nov. 
20 for independence of Nami- 
bia. 

The announcement by out- 
going Prime Minister Vorster 
on Wednesday. prompted 
sharp reactions at the United 
Nations and among Western 
governments. 

The United Nations and 
the South African government 
had been engaged in negotia- 
tions over a U.N. proposal 
for an internationally super- 
vised transition to indepen- 
dence in South West Africa. 

The territory has been ad- 
ministered by the South Afri- 
cans under a mandate from 
the old League of Nations. 

SWAPO has been prepared 
to take part in elections as 
long as the United Nations 
guaranteed the fairness of the 
process, but it has refused to 
participate in- an election pro- 
cess solely sponsored by 
South Africa. 

“We therefore call on all 
SWAPO members to be on 


standby and await further ins- 
tructions." Muyungo .declared 
to the reporters, as SWA'PO 
members chanted slogans and 
waved placards. 


“We further appear to all 
all other Namibian patriots to 
join hands with us in the li- 
quidation of the neo-colonial 
regime."

Ex -CIA chief to testify 
at assassinations panel 


WASHINGTON, SepL 22<AP) 
— -House of Representatives in- 
vestigators want former Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency Direc- 
tor Richard Helms to explain 
why the agency withheld sig- 
nificant information from the 
official commission that first 
investigated the murder of 
President John Kennedy. 

Helms, head of the CIA from 
1966 to 1973, was scheduled 
to testify before the House As- 
sassinations Committee Friday. 

Although John McCone was 
CIA director when the. com- 
mission was conducting its 
probe in 1964, Helms was head 
of the. agency’s clandestine ser- 
vices and was heavily involved 
in its dealings with the com- 
mission. 

The committee was expected 
to seek Helms' explanation for 
the agency decisions to with- 
hold information about plots to 
assassinate Cuban leader Fidel 
Castro, possibly with the help 
of U.S. crime syndicate figures.

Helms will face questions 
about a Russian defector, Yuri 
Nosenko, who claimed he had 
been a high-ranking Soviet in- 
telligence official with direct 
knowledge of Lee Harvey Os- 
wald’s activities during a three- 
year stay in Russia. The War- 
ren Commission identified Os- 
wald as Kennedy's killer and 
said be acted alone.

“A workover rig was per- 
forming a standard oil field 
operation, drilling a hole into 
the cavern, when it. blew out 
and ignited," said Bill Parker, 
deputy project manager for the 
Strategic Petroleum Reserve. 
“We don’t know what happen- 
ed but it’s still an awesome 
sight." 

Seven million barrels of oil 
were in the cavern under pres- 
sure of 650 pounds per square 
iTbr-.hj for cing the oil back up 
through Use well bole. 

“We are going to have 
25,000 to 30,000 barrels come 
out of there before the pres- 
sure is equalized," he said. 
“First we have got to get the 
fire out, then stop the oil." 

Troubleshooters were sum- 
moned t<> try to smother the 
towering flames, and then close 
the well hole which extends 
down 3.240 feet into the roof 
of the cavern. 

The cavern is no. 6. located 
out at, ffae fringe of a series, 
of so-called bottles. Each is 
about the size of a 10-story 
building a block long and a 
block wide.

Inflation 
in Abu Dhabi 
down to 21J t 

ABU DHABI. Sept. 22 (R) 
— The rate of inflation in the 
United Arab Emirates (UAE) 
has dropped to 21*5 per cent 
this year compared with 25 
per cent in 1975 and 35 per 
cent in 1976, the official Emi- 
rates News Agency said here 
Friday. 

Quoting -0 report by the 
UAE Currency Board, the 
country’s central bank, it at- 
tributed’ the drop to the sta- 
bilization of monetary policies 
in the seven-member federa- 
tion after a banking crisis 
which shock the UAE early 
last year. 

Two banks were closed down 
in May last year for lack of 
cash but the agency quoted 
the report as saying the im- 
provement in the economy had 
led to an increase in liquidity 
at the hanks and a restoration 
of confidence in the banking 
system.

Egyptian, American scientists 
to study desert encroachment 


WASHINGTON. Sept 22 
AP) — Using space satellites 
to chare their course, U.S. and 
Egyptian scientists venture next 
week into an Egyptian desert 
seeking information that could 
slow the steady encroachment 
of deserts everywhere onto fer- 
tile soil. 

The two-week, 1,000-mile 
adventure will lake the explo- 
rers through massive sand dun- 
es and trackless wastes once 
roamed by nomads and camel 
caravans, which look iotrigu- 
ingly like areas on Mars pho- 
tographed by America's Viking 
spacecraft. 

The desen is the most de- 
solate region of Egypt, where 

temperatures diraft Jo 40 dgg. 

rees Celsius in the sun and 
plunge nearly to zero after 
dark. 

There are 33 men, includ- 
ing drivers and guides, and 
one woman in the joint expedi- 
tion, which will set out Mon- 
day in four-wheel-drive vehi- 
cles from el Kharga, about 520 
kilometers south of Cairo. 

They head southwest toward 
the oases of Bir Tarfawi and 
Bir Misaha before striking due 
west to their main goals, Owei- 
nat Mountain and Gilf Kebir 
plateau. 

The principal test 41 ie is the 
Oweinat Mountain area where 
the caravan will camp for four 
days. 

‘*lt is here that we find the 
surface streak and sqnd dune 
features that are most similar 
to Mars,” said Pt. Ted A. 
Maxwell, one of the American 
geologists who works for the 
Smithsonian Institution’s Na- 
tional Air and Space Museum. 

“Once we see what causes 
the colors and streaks at Owei- 
nat we can compare them, with 
the Viking photos of Mars. 
We might learn more about 
the form and structure of 
Mars." 

Maxwell said archeologists 
also will search for artifacts in 
the area. 

“We know the Oweinat area 


was arable land about 3,000 
to 4,000 years ago and that 
people lived here,” he said. 
“Shepherds left their marks on 
the mountainsides In the form 
of rock art or painted, pic- 
tures.” 

The Gill Kehir plateau, 
where the expedition will ramp 
for three days, also may pro- 
vide dues about Mars. 

‘The plateau is dissected by 
canyons, probably from water 
-erosion, which look very much 
like erosion patterns on Mars." 
Maxwell said. 

Tracking the scientists all the 
way will be the National Ae- 
ronautics and Space Adminis- 
tration's Nimbus-6 satellite, 
which will receive signals from 
an expedition radio beacon and 
relay them to the agency’s 
Goddard Space Flight Center 
in Greenbelt, Maryland. 

The signals will enable scien- 
tists to pinpoint the group’s 
location and later to locate 
where samples were taken and 
observations made. 

Heading the expedition is 
Dr. Farouk el -Buz. research 

director of the center for earth 
and planetary studies at the air 
and space museum. Baz. a na- 
tive Egyptian, once instructed 
American astronauts on the 
geology of the moon. 

Among other Americans on 
the team are an archeologist 
and three geologists from the 
U.S. Geological Survey, inclu- 
ding the lone woman, Carol 
Breed of Flagstaff. Arizona. 
TCiey will be joined by scien- 
tists from Ain Shams Univer- 
sity in Cairo and the geological 
survey of Egypt. 

“We are now at a stage 
where we must asquire a bet- 
ter understanding of the desert 
environment and of the ways 
and means to tame it, lest more 
areas of the earth become was- 
teland," Baz said. He noted 
that Tunisia has lost about half 
its arable land to desert. 

“One tool at our disposal 
is photography .from space." 
Baz said. 


Egypt urges peaceful use 
for atomic explosions 


VIENNA, Sept. 22 (R) — 
Egypt has appealed to nuclear 
scientists to step up research 
on peaceful uses for atomic 
explosions, holding up as an 
example its own plans to 
create an artificial lake in the 
desert. 

Cairo’s delegate to the an- 
nual meeting of the Interna- 
tional Atomic Energy Agency 
(IAEA) here. Dr. Ahmed Os- 
man, accused Western coun- 
tries and the agency itself of 
ignoring the need of some de- 
veloping countries for nuclear 
aided engineering works and 
of shelving vital research. 

“We were particularly dis- 
tressed to see that funds allo- 
cated in the - IAEA's 1979 
budget for the unit working 
on peaceful use of nuclear ex- 
plosions have been cut down 
and scheduled meetings writ- 
ten off," he said. 

Dr. Osman referred to 
Egypt's plan to blast a huge 
channel from the Mediterra- 
nean to flood the Qattara De- 
pression, a vast empty desert 
area some 200 miles (320 km) 
west of Cairo which lies be- 
low sea level. 

Egypt has long been study- 
ing the feasibility of the pro- 
ject, which would supply hy- 
dro-electric power and irriga- 
tion for the lifeless Saharan 
wastes there. 

Dr. Osman urged the IAEA 


to launch a worldwide survey 
of environmental projects 
which could benefit from the 
use of atomic blasts. 

Most research in this field 
has been carried out in the 
Soviet Union, where scientists 
are reported to have been in- 
vestigating the possibilities of 
diverting Siberian rivers to 
provide energy and water. 

Egypt- also joined other de- 
vcloping'-cou mrics Thu rsday in 
condemning the west’s readi- 
ness to pump money into de- 
veloping nuclear safeguards 
while apparently remaining re- 
luctant to provide funds for 
technical aid to countries 
wanting to start up a nuclear 
program. 

The Vatican also voiced in- 
direct criticism of the West, 
saying that the growing con- 
cern for the safeguard of nu- 
clear ■ plants and materials 
could lead to police state me- 
thods and abuse of civil rights. 

Archbishop Eonato Squic- 
ciarini told the IAEA that in- 
creasingly stringent safeguard 
laws could lead to “invasion 
of privacy, surveillance of the 
public, increased police mea- 
sures and social and political 
changes which could threaten 
some, fundamental human 
rights." 

Countries should consider 
wheLher this was too high a 
price to pay for nuclear 
power, he added.

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TOUGH BARGAINING 


The ground has still not settled alter the big Camp David 
quake. Secondary tremors are taking all kinds of shapes: A 
Middle East lour for Secretary Vance.’ a summit conference 
for the "Steadfastness stales", a U.S.-lsraeli "dispute" over 
the interpretation of a clause on settlement.; and subdued 
efforts by moderate Arab states to convene a summit confer- 
ence to salvage what is left of Arab credibility. 

In the midst of this rubble, the pivotal role of Jordan 
in deciding the fate of <tie Camp David agreements cannot 
be exaggerated. This is or. :he assumption that the positions 
of the Syrians and Palestinians are unalterable. Jordan has 
already rejected or made reservations against the Camp David 
clauses. Mr. Vance heard the same views the next day when 
he visited Amman and the Jordanian position of hostile hesi- 
tation rather than outright opposition may continue for a 
while. King Hussein is already coming under tremendous 
pressure from the Americans and the irjecticnisi Arab states, 
and so far he tilts toward the latter. 

One sure way of securing his opposition »o ihe agree- 
ments is for the Palestine resistance movement to build new 
bridges with Amman. 

The world has changed since September. 1970, and June. 
1971. and the causes of the old conflict between the king and 
the resistance movement have been completely overtaken by 
recent events. Relations between Amman and the resistance 
today are not as bitter as they used to be but ihey are still, at 
best, cool and the absence of conflict does not necessarily 
mean cooperation. 

Today, the Jordanian government and the resistance 
movement share the fear that the Camp David agreements 
mighi legalize ihe Israeli occupation of the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip or a form of it. They are equally anxious about 
the future of Jerusalem which the agreements have ominously 
side-stepped. If their position is sincere — and there is no rea- 
son to suspect that ihey are not — their only chance of doing 
something about ii is to join hands with the people of the 
occupied territories. There is no force in the world that can 
force a decision on them if they stand together. 

The Jordanian government should not be hard to con- 
vince. There is nothing in the agreements for it and very 
little for the Wesi Bankers and Gazans. Jordan is offered a 
security role that could end up with a lame self-rule program 
under Israeli domination. But King Hussein may be worried 
that the opposition to the Camp David agreements is not 
serious enough. The combined power of the opposing states 
is not even near that of Israel and past experience concern- 
ing their attempts at unified action is not encouraging. The 
leaders now meeting in Damascus have themselves admitted 
their Failure so far to present a meaningful front and have 
vowed that this time it will be different. King Hussein will be 
watching developments closely. 

His position will also be influenced by the attitudes of 
the other Arab states. So far. all states which have reacted to 
the Camp David agreement* have rejected the parts concern- 
ing the Palestinians and Jerusalem. The rejection has come in 
varying degrees of intensity and' Mr. Vance is around to 
probe any weak points. If the rejection proves more than an 
emotional outburst that fizzles out in a few weeks. King 
Hussein will have more reason to side with the majority of 
Ihe Arabs. The days ahead will see even tougher bargaining 
than what took place at Camp David.

WASHINGTON — 

The slide of the dollar, the 
rise of the yen and the Ger- 
man mark, and other exchange 
rate changes during the past 
year and a half "should lead 
to a substantial improvement 
in the pattern of trade balan- 
ces among industrial countries, 
during the next two to three 
years,” studies by the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund (IMF) 
indicate. 

The beneficial effects would 
include a reduction in the 
U.S. deficit in transactions with 
the rest of the world and a 
Japanese surplus. 


The 1978 IMF annual re- 
port. released Sept. 17 a week 
before the scheduled annual 
meetings of the IMF and 
World Bank, said (hat at least 
for the major industrial na- 
tions, changes in exchange rates 
really do lead to adjustments 
in the external balance and in 
the direction commonly expec- 
ted. For Ihe United States. 
Japan. France, and Sweden, 
the report says, a 10 per cent 
depreciation in ihe currency 
can be expected to produce a 
seven per cent increase in the 
country’s volume of exports, 
but it might require up to 
three years for the effect to 
be fully felt. The effect in other 
industrial nations would be 
less, but still positive. An ap- 
preciation, or rise, in the 
value of a currency would pro- 
duce the opposite effect. 

Imports are also affected. 
Among the 14 industrial na- 
tions studied .a ten per cent 
appreciation or depreciation of 


a currency would result in a 
one to six per cent rise or 
decline, respectively ,in the 
volume of imports. 

The IMF conclusions refute 
the contention of some ex- 
perts who have argued in re- 
cent years that exchange rate 
changes are not effective in 
promoting adjustment in the 
international balance of pay- 
ments. 

But *he IMF annual report 
also noted that cyclical factors 
— the variations in rates of 
economic growth among dif- 
ferent countries and from one 
year to another — can have 
a greater effect on internatio- 
nal payments balances than 
price changes or exchange rate 
adjustments. 

For this reason the report 
stressed the importance of im- 
plementation by the industrial 
nations of the program of con- 
certed but differentiated grow- 
th strategies developed over 
the past six months and en- 
dorsed at the IMF interim 
committee in Mexico City in 
April, by the OECD (Organi- 
zation for Economic Coopera- 
tion and Development) meet- 
ing in Paris in June, and at 
the seven-nation economic 
summit meeting in Bonn in 
July. This concept calls for a 
slow-down in the economic 
growth rate in the United Sta- 
tes. additional economic stimu- 
lus in the Federal Republic of 
Germany and Japan, and grow- 
th measures in other countries 
varying according to their par- 
ticular situations. 

Commenting on exchange 
market developments, the 
IMF report said that “in re- 


trospect, it can be said that 
- what was disturbing about the 
major exchange rate changes 
over the last few months of 
J977 and the early months of 
1978 was not so much the na- 
ture of the realignment that 
took place, but the speed with 
which it occurred and the dis- 
orderly and uncertain exchan- 
ge market conditions that 
characterized the period.” 

It also commented: 

"It is important that the 
marked changes in exchange 
rates for the U.S. dollar, the 
Deutsche mark, and the yen 
over the past year and a half 
be viewed in perspective.

U S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance went to Amman seeking 
to change Hussein's stance, 
which the Israeli press various- 
ly describes as “silting on the 
fence" and "keeping his pow- 
der dry.” 

Vance can point out that 
Jordan Is mentioned by name 
14 times in the Camp David 
"framework" on the West 
Bank-Gaza issue, starting with 
a place at the negotiating table 
for a “resolution of the Pales- 
tinian problem in all its as- 
pects” and ending with a peace 
treaty between Israel and Jor- 
dan. 

The initial Jordanian reac- 
tion to the Camp David docu- 
ments was non-commital but 
hardly favorable, as a cabinet 
statement said Jordan was not 
“legally or morally bound" by 
them. Hussein also avoided a 
chance to meet with Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat in 
Morocco. 

What happens if Jordan re- 
fuses to join? Israeli Foreign 
Minister Moshe Dayan, upon 
returning from Camp David, 
said the Egyptian delegation at 
the summit said “they would

Cyprus: U.S. keep out

NICOSIA — 

The latest American mission 
to test the political atmosphere 
in Cyprus has left a mood of 
disappointment and frustration 
on both sides of the barrica- 
des. 

Divided on almost every con- 
ceivable issue, the Greek and 
Turkish Cypriots appear to ag- 
ree on one: the United States 
and its diplomacy should keep 
out of their dispute. 

This was made abundantly 
clear during a four-day visit 
to Cyprus this month by U.S. 
State Department counsellor 
Matthew Nimetz, accompanied 
by three aides. His gruelling 
talks and exhausting meetings 
have not introduced a single 
new element into the situation- 
On the contrary .the visit me- 
rely showed that the U.S. does 
not quite know how to cope 
with' the delicate problem of 
the Eastern Mediterranean. 

President Spyros Kyprianou. 
representing the Greek portion 
of Cyprus, and his Foreign 
Minister Nikos Rolandis reite- 
rated that they have “reached 
safety limits' ’and no further 
concessions were possible. 

Turkish Cypriot leader Rauf 
Denktash said curtly, “the Uni- 
ted States is not a party and 
could not be a party to the 
Cyprus problem”. 

"I have no American plan, 
no other plan, no formula,” 
Nimetz insisted somewhat la- 
mely. stressing that he had 
come to Cyprus “to listen and 
not to pressure anyone.” 

Subsequently, he did add that 
what he was trying to do was 
to “see wbat role we can play” 
to help the U.N. Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim In get- 
ting the intcrcommunal talks 
started. 


“Nothing new from Nimetz.” 
and “Why is Nimetz here?” 
were some of the typical head- 
lines. The answer is thought to 
be that Nimetz was simply ga- 
thering' materia] for President 
Carter’s report to Congress on 
the Cyprus situation, a chore 
that the American leader has 
to perform every two months. 

The accent on the United 
Nations was largely to humor 
the Greek side, which is pre- 
paring a major diplomatic of- 
fensive before the autumn ses- 
sion of the U.N. General As- 
sembly. starting September 23. 
Although the usual debate on 
Cyprus will not take place 
until November. Kyprianou will 
fly to New York for the open- 
ing ceremony. 

It is clear why the Greek 
Cypriot put so much stress on 
the international organization: 
they are- well entrenched in 
various Third World bodies and 
can count on the support of 
the non-aligned countries. 

Since the 1974 Greek coup 
in Cyprus which triggered the 
Turkish military occupation of 
36 per cent of the island, there 
have been 18 Security Coun- 
cil resolutions and five General 
Assembly resolutions. All call- 
ed for the withdrawal of for- 
eign troops and for the “inde- 
pendence; sovereignty and terri- 
torial integrity” of Cyprus. 

The Turks Have ignored the 
resolutions and instead have 
made several proposals to get 
the stalled rntercommunal talks 
started again. Their position 
showed little new: the same 
appeal for a loose federation 
of the two sectors and only 
marginal territorial concessions 
to the Greek side. 

While the American arms 


embargo against Turkey lasted, 
the Greek Cyprioi felt Turkey 
was bound to become more 
reasonable. The supporters of 
the lifting of the embargo, 
which look effect on Aug. 1. 
claimed the punitive measure 
was counter-productive. Sin-.e 
then there has been no indica- 
tion whatsoever that Turkey is 
more inclined to change its 
attitude on Cyprus. 

Denktash greeted the lifting 
of ihe embargo with some 
relief, saying "we are at the 
peace table. We are wailing for 
the Greek Cypriot leaders to 
join us at that table.” But, he 
warned, “the lifting of the 
embargo will not affect our 
position at the talks in any 
way.” 

To which the Greek side re- 
plied that there was hardly any 
point in starting the talks. 

Denktash later offered to 
open Varosha. the modem sec- 
tor of the port city of Fama- 
gusta. captured and sealed off 
by Turkish troops in August 
1974. to 35.000 Greek Cypriot 
refugees as soon as the inter- 
communal talks resumed. 

The Greeks rejected the of- 
fer as a "Turkish banana peel''. 
Further probing disclosed that 
there were no guarantees that 
the returning refugees would 
have access to their places of 
work and to all their property 
or, for that matter would be 
allowed to stay permanently in 
Varosha. 

Tl\e Turkish side replied — 
through the usual propaganda 
broadsides which the two anta- 
gonists fire with regularity — 
that all this would be resolved 
during negotiations. But in the 
wake of the Nimetz visit there 
are no signs that any calks are 
about to resume. — (OFNS) 


Sino-Soviet chess

MOSCOW — 

With the emergence of Chi- 
na’s new active global policy 
symbolized by Chairman Hua 
Kuo-feng’s European trip, the 
Russians appear to be alarmed 
by what they see as an ex- 
tremely grave challenge to their 
interests. 

Soviet fears and anxieties are 
based less on China’s capacity 
to effectively counter Krem- 
lin positions, although rank- 
ing Soviet officials in private 
conversations are not trying to 
hide their concern. 

The real source of alarm is 


<he possibility of Sioo- Ame- 
rican cooperation or even tacit 
understanding which is view- 
ed here as a prospect of signi- 
ficant switch in the strategic 
balance at Moscow’s expense. 

Such a development would 
be viewed as a mortal blow 
to detente since it could iso- 
late the Soviet Union and fbr- 
ce it to increase military spen- 
ding at a time, when the Krem- 
lin is beginning to focus on 
the improvement of living 
standards at borne and facing 
growing pressures to satisfy 
popular demand for a better 
life. 


Soviet hostility is so wide- 
spread that even in conversa- 
tions with ordinary Russians 
one frequently hears the term 
“yellow peril" accompanied by 
■warnings that Americans 
should not be taken in by Chi- 
nese policies and that ultimate- 
ly Europe and North Ameri- 
ca would have to contain Chi- 
nese "expansionism.” 

Soviet officials do not use 
racist terminology, but they do 
not hide their concern that the 
Carter administration may be 
templed by opportunities Chi- 
na’s new and broad challenges 
to Moscow present — (Wp) 


More on the media and the Third World 


Reuters (Brilishj and Agence 
France- Presse— represent the 
capitalist viewpoint and the 
positions of their governmenis.- 

While the volume of news 
from developing countries is 
considerably less than from 
the industrial world, the rea- 
sons are neither sinister nor 
reflective of political or social 
bias. There is a misunderstand- 
ing of the organization and 
the role of independent news 
services such as UP! and the 
AP and the realities of interna- 
tional news coverage and dis- 
tribution. They also ignore the 
efforts of such agencies to co- 
operate with and assist Third 
World news organizations. 

UPI is the world’s only pri- 
vately owned major news ser- 


vice. AP is a cooperative own- 
ed by its American newspaper 
and broadcasting members. 
Both are wholly dependent for 
their revenue on fees paid by 
(heir subscribers or members 
at home and abroad. Neither 
receives any government sub- 
sidy. They are bitter competi- 
tors with each other and with 
Reuters and AFP for news and 
subscribers throughout the 
world. 

Those who criticize the in- 
ternational services for failure 
to cover the Third World ade- 
quately generally base their ar- 
guments on what they read in 
the press or hear on the air. 
They seem to be unaware that 
the services transmit scores of 
thousands of words daily to 


clients whose editors may se- 
lect only a small percentage to 
print or broadcast. They appa- 
rently do not realize that the 
service delivered to the United 
States is substantially different 
from that delivered in Eu- 
rope, Asia, Latin America and 
Africa, and those reports dif- 
fer from one another. 

American editors select from 
their news services and other 
sources those stories which 
they believe will most interest 
. their readers. Noi much . of 
the comparatively small amount 
of Third World new s which 
makes the newswires in the 
United States is printed or 
broadcast. When it is. j ( gene- 
rally is tbe type which Third 
World leaders would prefer not 


to see — disasters, political 
coups and the like. • 

Much more Third - World 
news is distributed abroad in 
the agencies’ regional services, 
particularly in ihe areas where 
it originates. Unfortunately, 
except for Latin America and 
some parts of Asia and the 
Middle East, the news services 
have few clients in the Third 
World where press and broad- 
casting generally are not fully 
developed. News services and 
other Western media organi- 
zations are trying to assist their 
development and have offered 
to do more. 

Closed borders, communica- 
tions problems and lack of ac- 
cess to reliable news sources in 
many -countries inhibit coverage 


of the Third World. Africans 
are among the most vociferous 
critics of the international 
news services, yet many Af- 
rican nations bar foreign cor- 
respondents or admit them in- 
frequently. 

The international news ser- 
vices are charged with being 
hostile to development of na- 
tional news agencies in the 
Third World and regional and 
global news pools. Tin's is ' a 
misinterpretation. 

The international news ser- 
vices welcome the develop- 
ment of such agencies and seek 
to work with them. What they 
fear and oppose is government 
control and further reduction 
or elimination of their own 
free access to news sources in 


those countries. States and others.

RIYADH - Who needs wa- 
ter when you have sand'.' 

It hualing is your idea of a 
good lime, the land-locked 
areas of Saudi Arabia olfer 
every bu as much toss of wind 
and wave as the oceans: Try 
sand-sailing. 

A tirsi sailing excursion can. 
be a "sand blast" to say the 
least as you roll along m your 
sailing machine that resembles 
something out of the "Chmy 
Chuty Bang Bang" creations. 

A fun loving entrepreneur 
shipped ten of these remark- 
able buggies out from the 
United States to the capital 
city of Saudi Arabia. They are 
fast becoming the “talks of the 
sands." 

Sand yachts are built very 
simply ol one-and-one-half inch 
aluminum tubing with three 
one-root balloon rubber tires. 
They are set in a triangle shape, 
similar to an ice boat. the 
wheels at each vertex with the 
huge lightweight dacron sail 
llappmg just above your head. 
The base lies no further than 
nve to six inches above the 
ground. 

In one magical gust of arid 
wind, one can become a part 
of the parched desert. Rolling 
along at approximately 1 5 miles 
an hour lyour speed depending 
upon the wind.' you can reach 
SO miles an hour and they have 
been known to go as fast as 
120 miles an hour), the sand 
beneath becomes a veritable 
ocean of tinted browns.

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Soviet 
doctor 
warns on 
steroids 


MOSCOW. Sept. 22 <AP)- 
A leading Soviet sports doctor 
has warned that addictive mus- 
cle-building steroids is increas- 
ing at an alarming rate among 
some coaches and athletes in 
the West. 

Viktor Rogozhin, bead of the 
1980 Olympic Games Drug 
Committee and chairman of 
the U.S.-Soviet sports doctors 
symposium that ended in Lenin- 
grad Thursday, said sporting 
contests should be the compe- 
tition of athletes and qol of 
pharmaceutical firms. 

Despite the ban on their use 
in international competition, 
some coaches and sportsmen. 
Rogozhin said, are apt to des- 
cribe to anabolics as “miracu- 
lous" in their effect on tjie 
general state of the body, the 
appetite and the rapid build-up 
of the muscles." 

But. he warned, tests con- 
ducted by Soviet. American 
and Canadian researchers show 
that such synthetic hormones 
have a “destructive influence" 
on the body and can lead to 
“dangerous though delayed con- 
sequences." 

Both the American and So- 
viet doctors at the conference 
agreed on the need to ban the 
use of steroids completely 
among athletes, and appealed 
to sportsmen around the world 
to stop using them because of 
their potential dangers.

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MANAGUA, Nicaragua 
(APi— The National Guard 
said in a radio broadcast Fri- 
day its troops had "restored 
peace and tranquillity'' to the 
northern ciiy of Esteli. the last 
bastion o! a two-week uprising 
against President Anastasio So- 
moza. 

The broadcast said the guard 
now control* the whole coun- 
try. 

Reporters were banned from 
entering the city Thursday and 
there was no immediate verifi- 
cation of the claim. The same 
claim was broadcast last Tues- 
day. 

About 700 National Guard 
troops, backed by a pair of 
obsolete U.S. Sherman tanks, 
rocket firing reconnaissance 
planes and armored cars equip- 
ped with heavy machineguns, 
have been blasting Esteli for 
nearly three days. 

Some of the hundreds of re- 
sidents who fled during lulls 
in the lighting spoke of local 
youths with shotguns defying 
the barrage of rockets and tank 
fire. Their numbers were not 
known.

Peking invites 
Caramanlis for 
official visit 

ATHENS, Sept 22 (AP) — 
Greek Premier Constantine Ca- 
ramanlis has accepted an invi- 
tation • for an official visit to 
C hina 

The Caramanlis trip will be 
the first of its sort between 
the two countries. The invita- 
tion amounts to an advance 
in the level of Greek-Chinese 
exchanges. It comes only two 
weeks after the Soviets invited 
Caramanlis to visit Moscow. 

The Greek announcement 
came soon after Chinese For- 
eign Minister Huang Hua, on a 
four-day official trip to Gree- 
ce, called on Caramanlis Fri- 
day for an hour of talks.

25. The government says the 
strike is ineffectual, but. food 
and consumer items are becom- 
ing scarce. 

Carlos Tunnerman, a ' So- 
moza opponent living in exile in 
Costa Rica, said the National 
Guard has not nearly ended the 
rebellion. . 

“Somoza says he has won 
the war because he smashed 
the rebellion, but in reality he 
has lost it,” said Tunnerman in 
Costa Rica. “He has lost eco- 
nomically, civically, politically, 
internationally.” 

Somoza's position is precar- 
ous. “The people no longer 
pay taxes and no longer obey 
martial Uw even though they 
might be killed,” he said. 

American officials in Wash- 
ington said the guided missile 
cruiser Richmond K. Tumor 
was on a mission off the Paci- 
fic coast of Nicaragua. How- 
ever, the officials would not 
comment on the mission of the 
7,800-ton ship. 

At a meeting of the Organi- 
zation of American States in 
Washington, diplomats debated 
the Nicaraguan crisis and As- 
sistant Secretary -of State War- 
ren Christopher offered the 
good offices of the United 
States to help solve the civil 
unrest which has plagued Ni- 
caragua since January.
